WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 — A 
sharp disagreement between sen­ 
ate members and the state depart­ 
ment over Western Hemisphere 
neutrality policies developed today. 
As the United States and the 
20 Latin-American republics pre­ 
pared to protest against belliger­ 
ent activities off the shores of 
North and South America, Sena­ 
tor Norris, Nebraska independent, 
insisted 
on 
establishment 
of

neutral sea zone was in violation 
of international law. 
At the same time it was reveal­ 
ed that a number of senators are 
making a study of the Panama 
declaration setting up the zone, 
with several indicating that they 
will oppose any enforcement activ­ 
ities by the United States. 
The navy and coast guard cur­ 
rently patrol the zone which ex­ 
tends from 300 to 1000 miles off 
various points of the United States 
coastline. 
“I don’t believe it is in the pro- 
vin ce of the power of the Ameri­ 
can government—or all govern­ 
ments of the Americas — to say 
that there shall be no fighting 
within a limit of 300 miles or more 
of our shores,” said Norris.

astounding series of victories of 
David over Goliath today.

from the Arctic to the Gulf of 
Finland. 
Troops of the Red Army were 
reported in full 
retreat on the 
Arctic Front.

Medieval Tactics Used 
On the Arctic Front the Rus­ 
sians were said by the Finns to be 
falling back towards Petsamo—de­ 
feated until spring in their drive

proaches to Russia and Finland. 
Russia tried to break through 
the center of Finland by several 
routes north auld south of Saba. 
Red army troops 
moved along 
every main highway, each fork 
consisting of about 15,000 men — 
a full division. 
Finland's forces repelled these 
efforts by principles used 1^ the 
Finns in other fights against the 
Russians. In each case, the Finns 
said, the center of the Finnish line 
would fall back while the flanks 
moved forward, cutting off and 
mowing down the Russians. 
For a fortnight 
the Rusisans 
have been trying to pound through 
the line on the Carelian Isthmus. 
With tanks and armored cars, the 
Soviet army atetempted to breach 
the Mannerheim defenses by dart­

front alone, while the total loss of 
Russian tanks was estimated by 
the Finns at 350.

New Instruments Valuable in Treating Eye 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
CONTINUING our catalogue of 
progress in medicine in 1939, we list 
the following, more, as we have said, 
to acquaint the reader with the 
many fields in which medical work 
is being done, than in the hope that 
he will be very much enlightened, 
since the field is technical: 
Eye—An instrument for measur­ 
ing the blood pressure in the retinal 
vessels has been introduced. An­ 
other instrument is the gonioscope,

which measures the angle between 
the iris and the cornea; this is of 
purely technical interest. In cata­ 
ract operations a decided improve­ 
ment has been made in that the lens 
and capsule are now removed in 
toto. 
Kidney Distent—Nothing signifi­ 
cant. 
Diabetes — Attempts to rehabili­ 
tate the diabetic patient have been 
continuous. It has been found that 
during five years of employment of 
severe diabetics, no time was lost by 
39 per cent and very little time lost 
by the rest. 


Improvement Made 
Improvement in the chemistry of 
insulin has been made. Crystalline 
insulin was put on the market late 
last year, but protamine zinc insulin 
remains the slowly-acting, long­ 
lasting insulin of choice. 
Diabetes in children is treated 
much more intelligently now than 
several years ago. Children who are 
dwarfed or who have other endo­ 
crine deficiencies are coming under 
a stabilized plan of treatment. 
Safeguarding surgery and preg 
nancy in diabetic patients has 
reached the stage of a fine art. 
Allergic Diseases—This is an ac­ 
tive field. More information con 
cerning the underlying principles 
and the mechanism of allergy is 
available, and diagnosis and man 
agement are that much easier. 
In asthma I am glad to see the 
allergists admit that all is not a1 
lergy that wheezes. A report says 
that “When asthma of great sever­ 
ity is accompanied by changes in the 


white eel! count of the blood and by 
pain and numbness in the extremi­ 
ties, the probable diagnosis is a 
form of rheumatism called periar­ 
teritis nodosa.” 
Used for Hive* 
Potassium chloride is being used 
for hives. 
Helium and oxygen therapy In 
asthma is finding more and more 
advocates. 
A recent study of progress in this 
field concludes by saying, “Real 
progress in allergic disease awaits 
a discovery of the first magnitude.” 
Industrial Medicine—Aside from 
tightening up preventive measures 
in silicon dust diseases, most of th# 
progress in this field has been of a 
medico-social character. 
Children’s Diseases—The princi­ 
pal progress here has been the ex­ 
tensive use of sulfapyridine in in­ 
fections of childhood. 
Physical Therapy—The use of the 
induction of fever as a treatment of 
disease has been extended to un­ 
dulant fever, many eye diseases and 
skin diseases. 
Surgery — I have reviewed sur­ 
gery of all parts of the body and 
believe, surprisingly enough, that 
more advance has been made in sur­ 
gery of the esophagus (gullet) than 
in anything else. 
Endocrine Diseases — The wide­ 
spread use of the sex hormone, tes­ 
tosterone propionate, has perhaps 
been the most spectacular and solid 
achievement in this field.

From lowiy milkweed, considered 
a major weed pest, University of 
California scientists have isolated 
an enzyme in the 
w^hite, milky 
fluid substance of the plant. 
In experiments 
at 
least, 
the 
enzyme 
promises to supplant or 
supplement costly papain, papaya 
derivative, generally used in tend­ 
erizing of meats and for a num­ 
ber of other purposes. 
It costs several million dollars 
annually for the United States to 
import 500.000 pounds of the tropi­ 
cal papaya plant. 
Contains Small Quantity 
Chief drawback of widespread 
commercial use at present of as- 
clepain, as the milkweed enzyme is 
called, is that the milkweed plant 
contains but a small quantity as 
compared to the papaya plant. 
Nevertheless milkweed is cap­ 
able of intensive production 
in 
the United States, and acre for 
acre, should possibly yield as much 
of the enzyme substance as pa­ 
paya, scientists believe. 
Working on milkweed specimens 
taken from the experimental bo­ 
tanical gardens of the University 


of California, scientists in the de- 
parements of biochemistry and bo­ 
tany have been able to determine 
that the new substance clots milk 
and digests most proteins in the 
same manner as papain. 
Has Medical Uses 
Also, like papain, it can prob­ 
ably be put to a number of medi­ 
cal uses, such as the cleansing of 
wounds and in the amelioration of 
certain gastric disorders wdiere the 
food proteins have been improper­ 
ly digested.
